There are several advantages 
ito the dairymen which should en- 
jcourage the practice of breeding 
cows for fall freshening, Ed Reb- 
‘man, county agent said today, A 
{summary of DHIA records of 
lcows in Michigan during 1951 
showed. these cows. freshening 
during September, October, and 
November produced more ~ milk. 
and butterfat than cows freshen- 
ing during other months of the 
year. The income over feed cost 
jwas $282 per cow for those fresh- 
!ening during” these fall months 
;a8 compared to $212 per cow for 
those -freshening durjng ‘March, 
April'and May... a 

The feed cost was slightly. high- 
er for the cows ‘freshening in the 
fall than those in the spring. but 
the “increase in. production and 
shigher price for milk and butter- 
fat still provided about $20 more 
per cow. in favor of fall freshen- 
ing. : : 
Cows freshening during the 
fall months make possible a more 
even distribution of labor through- 
out the year. During the late fall,

Calves born in 
the fall will usually make better 
growth since they are in the barn 
for the first six or eight months 
when. they will receive better care 
and then be of. such age and size 
by the following spring that they
